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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed June 30, 2007, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED.

In response to the Office Action dated July 3 1 , 2006, applicants submit this Amendment in 
the above-identified application. Please amend the application as follows: 

Amendments to the claims begin on page 2 of this paper. 
Remarks/Arguments appear on page 1 1 of this paper.

Claims 1-4, 6-16, 20-24, 26-29, 41, 49, 50, 52, 53, 55, 56, and 61-66 are pending in this 
application. Claims 1, 27, 29, 41, 50 and 61 are independent. This Amendment has amended . 
claims 41, 50, 55, and 56, and cancelled claims 33-40, 42-48, 51, 57-60 and 67 without prejudice 
to their continued prosecution in a continuation application. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Office Action dated July 31, 200.6. Claims 33, 36, 
40, 42, 49, 5 1 and 67 were rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by prior art. 
However, claims 1-4, 6-16, 20-24, 26-29 and 61-66 were allowed, and claims 34, 35, 37-39, 41, 
43-48, 50, 52-57 and 60 were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

In this Amendment, applicants have cancelled claims 33-40, 42-48, 51, 57-60 and 67. 
Applicants have amended dependent claims 41 and 50 to be independent form including all of 
the limitations of the independent claims from which they originally depended. Applicants have 
also amended claims 41 , 50, 55 and 56 to remove parentheses that could be misconstrued as 
limitations on the claims. Although rejected, applicants respectfully submit that claim 49, 
dependent on claim 41, is allowable for at least the same reason as claim 4 1 . Thus, claims 4 1 , 
49, 50, 52, 53, 55 and 56 are now in condition for allowance. 

Conclusion 

Applicants submit that this Amendment has placed the application in condition for 
allowance according to the indications in the Office Action. The prompt mailing of a Notice of 
Allowance is therefore respectfully requested.
